and southeast of .Sanga. Tho detachment 
of the expedition seen consisted of thirty 
inon, whose loader aUited that Stanley was 
two days ahead. Many of tho expedition, 
it was stated, had disappeared or were 
dead and forty had been drowned in at- 
tempting to cross a great river flowing 
from oast to west. One white man had 
died. Stanley had fought with tribes 
which had refuaod to furnish him with 
provisions. Uo and a majority of his es- 
cort had been attacked with fever and 
compelled to halt. When the couriers 
left tho expedition .Stanley was well. He 
had decided to strike a course to the 
northward in order to avoid tho swamps, 
and then proceed oastsvard to Wadolai, at 
which place ho hoi)ed to arrive about the 
middle of .laiiuary. Tho couriers, wlu; 
••iro Arabs, estimate the strength of tho 
expedition, after the losses mentioned, at 
250 men, and exjiross the belief that thoy 
will be able to roach Wadelai.

San Fkanchco, Nov. 2. — Tho steam 
whaler Thresher came into port from the 
Arctic late this afternoon with tho joyful 
tidings that all of tho thirteen ice-bound 
whalers, which woro caught on Soptom- 
bor 23ril, were saved. Capt. Weeks re- 
ceived tho news from the whaling ateamor 
Lucrotiii, for though the Thresher and 
the Jesse H. Freeman were the relief 
steamers sent north, neither of them got 
near the endangered vessels on 
account of the ico. The Thresh- 
er jUnd the .lessio H, Freoman 
returned south in tho latter part of Sep- 
tember, and among the whalers the 
thirteen imprisoned vessels were consider- 
tid aa good as lost. On the 2d of Oct. , 
iiinu days after the ice cloaed in on the 
bhikb, tho luiig-Jolayed gale that was to 
prove their salvation, sprang up from the 
northwest. Tho nine days were, however, 
unmarked by any incident, tho ice 
cloaiiig in gnidually about thoni, and now 
ico forming in the open water in which 
they had taken refuge. The 600 men, 
in fact,, ware .reopnoiied .tp a winter 
season in the Arctic lihtil the gale came, 
rho wind blew with increaBing violence 
throughout tho night of tho 2nd, and on 
the morning of tho iiid the ico-field showed 
signs of breaking toward tho louth. The 
whaling captaina were all alert for a 
chance to got towards open water to the 
south, and, taking advantage of every 
opening, all but the Eliza and Reindeer 
got out on the 3rd. Tho latter auccoeded 
in getting out on the following day. The 
catch c)f tho Arctic flout ia placed at ](j4 
whales, diatribiited us follows ;

Washinoton, Nov. 2. — Under orders

The im- 
priaouod vessels have all experienced 
captfiins, and are all well-supplied with 
clothing and food, which may be supple- 
mented by game and lish in case of nece- 
ssity. Other vessels are oxiiccleil to ar- 
rive at any date, bringing Later news of 
the imprisoned fleet. Although this ro- 
po.rfc is regarded at the navy department 
iis much more favorable than that first re- 
ceived, preparations to fit out the United 
.Slates cuttdr 'riielis for tho re- 
lief expedition will be pushed forward.

THE POMONA LETTER 

Which Callo'I Forth Loril SackvlUe'g Reply 
and Led to the Kequest for His Be- 
nioval Irom OQlce. 

Following is a copy of the letter sent 
from Pomona, Cal., to the British min- 
ister at Washington, and which called 
forth the reply already published: 

Sir: — The gravity of the political situa- 
tion here and tho duties of thoao voters 
who arc of English birth but still consider- 
England the mother land, constitute the' 
apology 1 hereby ofifer for intn-ding for 
information. Mr. Cleveland's message to 
Congress on the fishery queationjustiy ex- 
iles our alarm and compels us to seek 
further knowledge before finally casting 
lur votes for him, as we had intended to 
do. _ Many English citizens have for years 
refrained from being naturalized, as they 
thought no good would accrue from the 
act; but Mr. Oleveland's AdiiiiaiBtration 
has been so favorable and friendly toward 
England, so kind in not enforci, g tho re- 
taliatory act pas.sed by Congress, : -i sound 
on tho free trade ("lUKStion, and hostile 
to the dynamite school of Irela;.'', that 
by the hundreds — yes, by the th- u sands 
— they have become neturaUzed for the 
express purpose of helping to elect' him' 
over again, the one above all of American 
politicians they consider their own and 
their country's best friend. 

I am one of these unfortunates. With 
a right to vote for President in November, 
I am unable to understand for w hom I 
shall cast my ballot, when but one niontli 
.-igo I. was sure Mr. Cleveland was the 
man. If Mr. Cleveland is pursiting a new 
policy towards Canada, tempor.-irily only 
and for tho sake of obtaining po])ularity 
•uid a continuance of his oliico four years 
more, hut intends to cease his [lolicj' when 
his re-election is secured in November, 
and again favor English interests, then I 
should have no further doubts, but go 
forward and vote for him. I know of 
no one bettor able to direct me than you, 
sir, and I most respectfully ask your ad- 
vice in the matter.

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SPIRITUALISM. 

Although mon and women of all creeds 
and all nations believe in the immortaUty

Theex- 
jjosiiru III tile Diss Debar case show'ed 
that a shrewd Lawyer, an educated man, 
who pos.sessed intellectual power and ac- 
tivity ifnough to perform ini[)ort!int 
public duties satisfactorily was made the 
dupe of acoatso adventuress who, though 
cunning eimugli, was not possessed of a 
tithe of his power of brain. Two of tho 
most colebiiited of the mediums of the 
- .sect, women who it is more than probable, 
were instrumental in making thousands of 
converts to Spritualiam, have lately con- 
fessed that their manifestations were de- 
ceptive tricks, and tlnit they were, dur- 
ing the whole of their Spiritual career, 
nothing more nor less tli.an impostors. 
Tiieso ai(Mlu' Fox s'stors, who were sup- 
posed to lie at one time on intimate terms 
witli the whole world of sjiirits. They 
coiiiHU'iiced tlu^ir career of deception 
wl'i'ii thfv were oliildreii for ))ure mis- 
chief, ami afterwards continued it for no- 
toriety and gain. Their elder sister, 
Mrs. Underbill, was shrewd enough to 
see that a good thing would be made (mt 
of the performance of the girls and 
through her influence they became pro- 
fessional Tiiediums. They deceived thou- 
sands, and we do not see that thc}- were 
ever di.scovered iiiid exposed. Margaret 
Fox, who was afterwards tho wife of the 
famous Dr. Kane, the Arctic ox- 
ploi'or, says in an autobiogrnpliic.il 
sketch which appears in thu N. V. lyoiitl 
of the L!lt]i lilt., over her own signature. 
"I have Hceii so miicli of miserable decep- 
tion that 1 ain willing to assist in any way 
and to poai^voly state that spiritualism is 
a fraud of the Worst description. ,1 do so 
before my God and iny idea is to expose 
it. I despise it. I never want to lay my 
eyes on ajiiritimliHts again." This is tliu 
testimony of a woman who wa.s for miiny 
years a medium in whose honesty tiioua- 
aiida placed tho most imjilicit faith. Are 
there many more like she was I Arc wliat 
appear.H to the uninitiatod observer gon- 
uino and very wonderful ajiiritual mani- 
fosUitioiis more juggling tricks, more or 
less ingenious Whether they are or not 
Jfia. Kanu'.s confession as well as other 
expo.sure8, should put people on their 
guard against readily putting faith in 
alleged spirituitlistic phenomena that ap- 
pear to them very wonderful. It is 
quite possible that thoy may be imposed 
upon. Those who have aeon the por- 
forinaocfs of rierrniann, or any other 
clover professor of legerdemain need not 
be told timl it is not siifo (o trust to thu 
evidence uf one's senses. Uuth the eye 
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and tho oar can bo easily imposed upon. 
Seeing is not always believing, and hear- 
ing is often not evidence that can be truat- 
ed iniplicitely. It is seen, too, that a per- 
son in a hypnotic etato cannot be sure that 
what he r,oeB and hears, and foela and 
tastes, and smells is jeal. He does not 
even speak his own words,, or thiuk his 
own thoughts. Who knnws how much 
mesmerism has had to do with these so- 
called spirituaHstic phenomena V At any 
rate imposture is so often practised that 
it is only prudent for tho tyro to bo 
sceptical and on his guard. 

ELECTION SURMISE. 

■fr 

American politicians seem to bo so 
much at sea with respect to tho presiden- 
tial election as Canadians or Englishmen. 
Thoy guess and caleulato more than 
enough, but tho result is very far from be- 
ing satisfactory. The eonjecturca and com- 
putations diller so widely that it is easy to 
see that none of the guessers are sure of 
their data. The fact that both parties 
have increased the number of the uncer- 
tiiin states beyond the bounds of reason 
shows how doubtful they are of the result. 
At first New York, New .Jer.sey and Con- 
necticut, were tho uncertain states. The 
politiciiins have siiico added to the list 
California, Illinois, Indiana, iowa, Michi- 
gan, Jlimieaota, Now llampaliire and 
West Virginia. It is not likely that more 
than two or three of theae slates are at 
all doubtfuh Bui the politicians of the 
two parties in order to keep their respec- 
tive supporters in good heart have tried 
to make them believe that the chances of 
success are greater than they are. It ap- 
pears that tho only really doubtful state is 
New York. And as the campaign pro- 
gresses it is becoming more uncertain to 
wliicli side it will give a majority. To 
speak of Caiiforiiiii being doubtful seems 
to people on this siile (jf the continent 
most absurd. Fvery one knows 
that it is entirely Uepiiblicaii and tli.at it 
has not since tlie contest commenced given 
the least sign that any ciiange had taken 
[ilacu in the political views of any part uf 
the mijority. The same, no doubt, may 
bo said of most of the other spates claimed 
to be doubtful. It does not seem that 
either [larty has gained or lost in any very 
jierceptiblo degree in any state. The 
tariff reformers must be greatly diiap- 
pointed. They expected to make large 
g.ains ill the north-western States, but as 
far as as can lie seen these States iiavo 
reiiiainoil unchanged. Tho opinion has 
been gaining ground of late tiiat Har- 
rison's uliances are imjiroving. It does 
not appear very eioarly on what ground 
this conviction is based, but it is unde- 
niable that the nearer election day ap- 
proaches the more contident the sup- 
pijrtcrs of Harrison are becoming, while 
those of Cleveland are growing less saii- 
giiino. However, as far as can be seen 
from this distance, it is any one's battle 
as yet. One atndidate seems to stand as 
:\i good a chance as the other. 

A rOLlTlCAL EXIGENCY. 

One has only to read the newspajiers of 
the Uepublican party to uiiderstaiid why 
it is that President Uloveland has f(nnid 
himself compelled, as it were, to treat the 
British ambassador and those whom he 
represents, with an incivility that borders 
upon insolence. The Itepublicans want 
the anti-British vote and they eagerly 
seize upon any circumstance that increas- 
es their chance of obtaining it. Lord 
."^ackville's letter w.is to them the richest 
l.ind jf a windfall. They saw that it gave 
them an opportunity of convincing the 
haters of lircat liritaiii that President 
(^'levelaiid is liritisli in his predilections. 
I'liis is bow the New York Trilm m- im- 
[ji'ovoa the occasion. It .tays: "The let- 
tor was an olhcial certilleate that the 
President is the English-Canadian candi- 
date and worthy of receiving the sulirages 
and unbroken support of naturali;sed citi- 
zens of English or Canadian birth. The 
country is well aware that the President is 
tlio English candidate. The judgment 
of the London and the Canadian 
Press has been conclusive on this [loint." 
If tho Triliiiiti:, the iiKist iiitlueutial and 
the most resiiectable of the J{e])ublican 
Mews|)apei's could bring itself to pulilisli 
.■<ucb rot as this, what is to Ik; exiiected of 
newspapers, which have no reputation to 
uphold, and of platform orators whose only 
object 18 to get votes, no matter how. 
lOvory intelligent man knows that the 
liritish Government had no more to do 
with Lord Sackville's blundering letter 
than the Emperor of China. But the 
Tribniif did not write for intelligent, rea- 
soning men. And it was to propitiate 
tlie uiitliiiikiiig class who blindly hate 
lOngland and everytiiing iMiglish, that the 
American ( iovernineiit treated the erring 
ambassador in the most pnblie way possi- 
ble with studied indignity. Some one 
had to be sacrificed to anti-British feeling 
and it was considered better that it should 
be Lord Saokville than President Clove- 
land. _ 

A SmiBLB OBSBRVEK. 

The St. Paul I'Umner Pi-ass takes a very 
sensible view of t he sijuubble in AIaiiit(d)ii. 
It .seems to think that the people of tlmt 
province are iiinking a great deal of im- 
neceeasary ilisi uriiaiice. It believes that 
I bey ivill be sure to get what they wiint 
and that tliuy would get it (piito iia iiuick- 
ly by taking things easily as by making so 
much noise and fuss. It says: "Theso 
lights over orosaing privUeges are gener- 
ally foolish and futile. As a matter of 
fact when one railroad finds it necessary 
for business purposes to cross the tracks 
of another it always succeeds in doing so 
in tho end." After reviewing tho courso 
taken by botii the parties in tho striigglo 
and giving a very fair and 
life-liku iiicturo of the situation, 
it goes on Uj say : "llol h i)artiea are do- 
tonnincd to bo as ugly as possible, and 
each is charging up unroasoiiabloness on 
tho other. ■ But that a matter which is 
not like disallowance, which meant a final 
rofusol of permission to build any railroad 
at all, but is merely a temporary check, 
involving at most a delay of a few months 
on one, or a present concoHsion of what 
must nhortly boceino inevitable on the 
other, Hlioiild incite n call Ui arms and 
|iiepare Hoveral thousand jieoplu for (he 
hiterustuig occupation of cutting one an- 



other's throats, is ineft'ablo absurdity." 
The F!onee.r Press has hit tho nail on tho 
head, and if the Manitobans could man- 
age to see themselves as others see them, 
they would act with much greater cool- 
ness and moderation 'than they are doing. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The arrest of Hannah Boyd for being 
implicated in tho Gait poisoning case 
aeoms to have been caused by the feeling 
among the detectives that they must do 
something, no matter what. As far as can 
be seen she lias hud .nothing whatever to 
do with the case. She onoo lived in Gait 
and was not as ' prudent 'and virtuous as 
she might have' been. This seems to bo 
the only ground there was for a])prohend- 
iiig her. No one except the detective 
himself has the slightest idea why she was 
arrested. When the detective found her 
she was living as a servant and conducting 
herself with propriety. She did not 
act like a guilty woman and 
whatever the " due" was that led to her 
apprehension or whether there was any 
clue at all, the detective keeps to himself. 
Ho had not taken even the coroner into 
his contidence, but he looked wise and 
declared that ho knew what he knew. 
'I'he arrest of tho girl has led to making a 
scandal public that before was known but 
to ,1 few in (ialt. Jiiit this aciindal had 
no ccjiinectioii whatever with the poaon- 
ing of the little Cherry girl or with send- 
ing iioison to the Rev. Mr. Ridley. The 
mystery ia yet as much a mystery as ever 
it was. 

Since the above was written we learn 
that the woman has been discharged for 
want of evidence. 

The course which the American Gov- 
ernment has seen tit to pui-suo towards 
the Chinese is likely to be followed by 
coii8Cf|uencea the reverse of ploaaant. 
This many Americans see, and tliej' :ire 
very far from approving of the policy 
wliich has been forced uixiii the President 
by the exigencies of the eloctiou. Tho 
York Sliippiiuj List sees trouble ahead. It 
says: 

There are no shrewder diplomats in the 
world than tho Chinese, and we have now 
furnished them with a notable inst^uicu as 
to tho sacred and mviolable character of 
govorninent obligations. However unde- 
sirable may be the Chinese immigrant to 
the i)eoi(le of the Pacific Coast, and how 
ever necessary it may be to adopt somo 
more stvingent and restrictive measurca as 
to their landing on mu shores, and aside 
from upholding the dignity and respect in 
which we as a nation have been held, we 
have important trade relations and commer- 
cial interests with China which it is ox- 
treiiiely lia/.arduoua to disregard or en- 
danger, but yet, in a pure spirit of dema- 
gogy, Ciuigress has ridden rough shod over 
every such interest, and we staml in a 
))osition to be kicked out of China with 
the same precipitation that we arestriving 
tokick.kdin Chinaman from our shores. 
In the lirsb place, not a few of our citizens 
hold high positions in tho employ of the 
Chinese government, managing tho collec- 
tion of revenue in their customs service 
and superintending the development of 
their gold, copper and coal niinea. Next, 
our merchants have establialied impoitant 
hongs in all the treaty porta and carry on 
a largo and lucrative trade, and liiially, 
iiur missionaries have accomplished much 
in educating the people and providing lios- 
]iital8 and other ontorpriaoa for their re- 
lief and clevati(ni, and it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that the future of these citi- 
zens and of thia important work has been 
iinperrillod by what may bo termed the 
I'xii/encies of a political canvass.

■U« Not th« Bust Criterion of Tbeii 
Value — A liroker's Story. 
"Do ytiu know anything about dia- 
uotids?" 
"No." 

"I am surprifod at tlio admission. 
Nearly every man thiuK.s lio i.s pasted. It 
nsually fall.s to llio lot of the coniinon 
individual to buy diumonds, more or lesa, 
in the course of his career, and in that 
experience to gather more miainforma- 
tion tlum is dissi^minaled on any other 
Bubject. Some of the miainformation ie 
Bcatterod purposely, but much of it igno- 
rantly. It is u part of a joweler'a busi- 
ness to talk well. Consequoiitly when- 
ever ho stands behind bin counter and n 
customer steps in front of it he feels it 
his duty to lill the customer's head with 
pleasant impre.ssions about the goods of- 
fered. Of course that is business. I do 
not say that there is more willful misrcp- 
reeentation about diamonds than about 
any othor.gdods, but I do siiy that the or- 
dinary jeweler is a mighty poor judge of 
the value of diamonds.!' , . 

Thus spoke an importer to a friend the 
other day. 

"Tlioro is only OHO cl:is3 of men,"' tlip 
proprioLi)r couliiniud, ••ivhoia llie trade 
fully trust, and they are the bioU-i.Ts. A 
diamond broker is not merely u man who 
Bells, hut C!ie who can sore and ajipraise. 
Practleo is of coursu necessary in this 
work, but a man must be gifted in that 
dire<;tion if be ever hoiies for success. In 
New York there are not ten men whose 
judgment about a paper of diamoutls is 
conclusive. The trade on bolh sides — 
that is, the importer on one side and the 
. manufacturer or retailer on tlio other — 
rely on these men. An imiwrter does 
not sell to jewelers directly, l)ut always 
through the broker. When the stones 
arrive tlu; broker .sorts tliem auil eom- 
I)ares tlieui with iho iuvoiee. Tliut be- 
ing correct, the bnilcer puts (lie i>aokages 
in Ilia jwcket and goes out to visit the 
trade, llo usually returns with a more 
bulky package than he takes out, the 
stones having been exchanged for checks, 
notes or bills. 

"Tiiere is a broker now in the othei 
room prejiarin^' to go out. "\Ve send foi 
him u hcnever we receive an invoice. lit 
j.;ets 1 per cent, mi his sales, and he is 
:iow so Wi ll known in the l>usiness thai 
for working three or four hours a daj 
three or four days in the week he car 
earn about .$8,000 a year. Ho adds t< 
that income by appraihcun'ut and other 
«)xi)ert labor duriug liis leisure, liai ely 
luis ho left this ollice with less than Sl5,- 
000 woi-lli of iliaruotids in liis inside 
pocket, and ho luu;, carried ijii.'j.OOO worth 
at a time. We never dream of asking 
BOClurity from him. and in all his tlealings 
every stone has been aeeomited for. I'Vo- 
quently he accommotlates friends at the 
prices which ho tisks of jewelers. He 
may be u.seful to you, and you can rely 
on what he saj s. " 

The broker jireseutly api)eared readj- 
for his romiils. Nolliin;^ :il..'i;t hiu; :;i:g 
gested ills occu|)ation. A piekpoeliet 
would have ])ii.s.sed him by as not wtiriii 
tha game. Litroductions over, the brokei 
did some unbuttoning, and drew from 
a pocket close to his shirt a morocco 
pocketbvxik of perliaps a dozen com- 
partmeuts. Tlio eompartmeuts were 
fllhxl with slijis of v.liile paper, wliich 
the brolcer took oul one at a time with 
habitual caution. .Vlonie of the packages 
containe<l single stonea, and in some 
there were matched gi oups, sparkling oa 
only diamonds can.' Anoth'!."' package 
contained an p..ssortment of ohioui;, amber 
colored fragments, wliich a |jiins(!wife 
would have boiled uiilii siialin,!.,'ly if they 
had lx_H'n s..nl to her for tapioca. They 
were uiicni: iliariiouds. and worth ,'ij!l,,')OI), 
Tlie ini|ionci 's friend selected ;i pair of 
small l)n!l;.i!;t--., ahlinugli larger ones 
were laid hcfore him lor less money. 

"You have the making of an api)raiser 
in yow," said the broker, "Almost any 
jeweler would have chosen the larger 
pair, failing to see tint the smalier ones 
are of purer color and greater brilliancy. 
To the ordinary eye the dill'ereno.' iu 
quality is not perceptible, e.wept in c. r- 
toin kinds of light, when the diiTerence is 
plainly apparent. I suppose jewelers 
satisfy the demands of customers when 
they prefer large Htone.s to small ones of 
better (juality, for size is vastly overrated 
in diam\iinls. The kind of diamond you 
have choseii is won li .-.M .'iO a carat. Th<- 
one you n'ji-cted is wortli !syij a carat, 
and thai: diU'crcnce v. otild unmistakably 
api^ear probably Just at the lime when 
the wearers would least like to have it. 
Under good conditions of light the differ- 
pnco would be jilain^ Yet there are men 
in the business — the majority of them, 1 
might say — v.ho would rather hiwu 
$1,000 worth of Iar,;v stones at .'?10 a 
carat tlum double the value iu stones 
worth i}.'.il)0 a carat. They can get more 
money for the cheaper stones. 

"There is something about ti jewelry 
«tore," the broker continued, "that 
makes goods show better iu the eyes of 
buyers than they do anywhere else. A 
friend of mine waiiteil ajiiur of dianiond.s 
for earriUod and eoniuiissioned me to ge' 
them. It was sever:il weel;s beforo 1 
happened to have a pair that I thought 
would suit him. 'I'licy were worth 
|1,500. lie admired tiieni. but could 
not qtdte moke up liis mind that they 
were what he wanted. After thinking 
over it for about ten days he decided not 
to take them. The ue.\;l ilay 1 went into 
a liirge store up Icwn. \Vhile_ showing 
my goods to the diamoinl buyer my 
/riend entered the store. 1 was in the 
Ollice, where he could not see me. The 
buyer was sent for to wait on my friend, 
who wanted to buy some stones that 
could be rccommenilcd as lirst class. 

" 'If you haven't :iiiything lu suit him,' 
I said to llu^ buyer, 'come bade to me. I 
thhik I can lit you out.' 

"In a few minutes ho came b.ick. 1 
gave him the iJl,5^.J pair. They lllled 
my friend's eye completely. He bought 
thorn for $3, .'500, and went home de- 
lighted, A few days later he came to 
me, gluu in.; over hi.s purchase. I Btopi)ed 
liim liefoie he had said much and turned 
narrator myself. 1 think that b<>foro I 
got through he was almost disgusted 
enough to give the diamonds away. Tc 
this day they have not given him a mo 
ment's genuine iileasure. Still, is;3,50( 
wa.s not a high price for them, according 
to the j(;weler'6standaril. A liu-go jewolrj' 
establishmont is alxmt as e.xpeiiKive to run 
OS a vacht, and good pi'olils become a 
necessity. liut it would be hard to com- 
fort my friend with that retlection. He 
will begrudge tliat extra $1,000 to his 
flying day;"— New York Times.

Illiinilinitint; Oo. 

Tho ever increasing demand for incan- 
descent electric lights for interior illnni- 
in.'itioii, has for some time psst boon 
keenly felt in this city, and the Victoria 
Electric Illuminating. Co., in order to sup- 
ply tho requiromcnts of tho public, ro- 
ceul ly made arr.aiig'enients with tho Edi- 
son l'jlei;trieal Manufacturing Co., Shor- 
hrooko, Que., for the purchase of now 
apparatus to more than double the power, 
and greatly increa.'ie tho quality of tho 
light. Tho new machinery arrived 
several daj's ago, and is now being placed 
in position at tho electric light station on 
Langloy street, by Mr. T. Carson the 
electrician of the company, and Mr. Wm. 
llutchiaison, tho electrician of the nianu- 
fat'turers. Tlio additional plant comiirises 
two new No. JO ICdison dynaiiKis with 
a capacity of -toO lights each, which aro 
being jilaeod in position beside tho old 
ones, with two now boilers, from the Al- 
bion Iron Works, with a capacity of 7C> 
11. P. oivcli. The one has already been 
set u]), and the other is now 
almost cimiplele, and will shortly 
be placed in position by the Albion Iron 
Works' men. The new high speed hori- 
zontal engine, 150 H.l^., is from the well- 
known manufacturing lirm of Arniington 
it Sims, l'rii\ idence, R. 1. It has been 
speeded to .'iOO revolutions per niiiiute, 
and is complete, with automatic regulators 
and all modern improvements, making it 
the best engine manufactured for the use 
to which it will bo put. 

Link leather belting is used on all the 
machinery. 

Four new pole-changing switches are to 
be attached to each niachine, enabling the 
engineer in charge to start up and cut olf 
tho power as the load increases. The nine 
new pressure indicators will show tho 
pressure at as many diffoient points on 
the eire\iit. .Six compar.ativo indicators de- 
Iieiul fortheir working on the two staudaril 
iiulicatoiH uf the latest improved design. 
One test indicator is also being placed in 
the station, that can be awitched <ni in 
place of either of tho "SUuidarda," at any 
time, to diderinine their accuracy. All 
the new iqiparatus is of the best and lat- 
est design, complete with every modern 
iiiiiu ovemeiit that scientilic research and 
experimenting can suggest. 

The new pliuit will increase the power 
of tho station l)y 150 horse po,ver, and the 
capacity from 000 to 1400 lights of vary- 
ing caudle power. The additional ma- 
cliinory will be in position and, it is ex- 
pected, will he running in full bl.ast in 
eight or ten days. 'J'he interior of the 
station ia tu be reiiaiiited ;uid retitted, the 
relieving wires of the regulators, switches, 
etc., to bo of polished brass. 
, Tho company have spared no expense 
in the improvement of their plant, and 
their [latrons tho public cannot fail to be 
satislied with tho result.
